trifling disturbances had recently taken place at 
| Madrid. 
Late intelligence from Turkey, stated that the 
| vanguard of the army of Prince Ypsilanti the Greek 
commander in chief of the Insurgents was at Adri- 
‘anople, a distance of about 30 leagues from Con- 
'stantiuople. ‘The troops of the Giraud Seignor hac 
been defeated and dispersed—and three Yurkish 
| Frigates were in readiness in the Bosphorus to take 
the Grand Seignor, his riches, wives, and concu

| Asia. 
_ ‘The Greek patriarch, murdered by the Turks at 
Constantinople, was 80 years of age—-his body was

| Great terror prevailed at Smyrna, when the 
‘news of the outrages at Constantinople reached that 
city. Phe Lurks and Greeks were »utually alarm-

Resolved, That the Bank will continue to 
pay the dividends on stock held by persons resid- 
ing in Eurepe, according toits resolve of the 28th 
day of November, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixteen, in all cases, in which requisi- 
tions, in due form, have been received, or shall 
be executed in Kurope, and be actually received at 
the Bank in Philadelphia, on or before the first day 
of September next; but such Dividends shall 
cease to be paidin England, so soon as the stock 
shail cease to belong, bona fide, to persons resid- 
ing in Europe.
